In 1G16 the expedition to the East In- 


dies under Martin Priiig, when jn the 
tropical Pacific, had ono night what v^as 
to the members of.tbat.espeditiou^ery 
mystifying spectacle. They beheld, the_ 
sea all about. them pale and-white^re- 
sombliug a vast cheeso vat, so that one 
might have imaginwl "the Ship to have 
been sailing in Whey instead of Salb<- 
Water, it carried snch a milky appear- 
anco along with it. The Air and Skie at 
the same time ,.,look'd White- n»d rhsay, 
•without jjonbt tjjie^elfest of t^je^-eflectign? 
from .the ^Sujfsco .'ef^tho 5Xatet,SQ.disr.. 
pos'd and colour'd." 


In February, 1881, Mr. Dauiol Pklge- 


cn, a very acnte 'observer, witnessed 
the phenomenon of this "milky son" of 
the Pacific, when, he says, "the whole 
ocean from the ship to the visible hori- 
zon looked exactly as if ifc were, covered

moment tliey were applied to the hole 
for which they were intended. It is said 
that now the difference of one five- 
thousandth of an inch can readily be 
perceived by the most inexperienced per- 
son.—Ne\Y. York Ledger.

It is the general opinion in Wasliicg- 


ton that a meeting of the Committee 
on Pacific Railroads will be called im- 
mediately and that s funding bill satis- 
factory to President Hnntington will 
be reported without delay, probably 
by February 1st. This opinion is based 
to some extent upon the makc-np of 
the committee. Every member of it 
•who was in the last Congress, with the 
exception of Boatnerof Louisiana, v,-ho 
bad a funding bill of his own, voted for 
the Rei'.ly Funding bill, and the new 
members of the committee, one of 
whom is Johnson of California, are 
known to be railroad 
men. 
The 


Chairman is Powers of Vermont, who 
was a strong advocate of the Roilly bi! I, 
and it is not known that he has since 
changed his mind. Johnson, according 
to the California papers, declared on 
the stump before election that he \vas 
opposed to funding the railroad debts, 
bat it is now stated that he is not. 


Daring the last campaign in Nevada 


the Republican loaders endeavored to 
create the impression that the Silver 
party was owned by the railroad and 
that its candidate would vote for the 
Reilly or any other funding bill the 
railroad wanted. That was done in the 
face of the fact th.it the Silver party 
bad declared against the Funding, bill 
•while a resolution to that effect was 
voted down in the Republican State 
Convention. 
Then the Republicans 


pretended to be against a funding bill 
of any kind and in favor of Govern- 
ment ownership of railroad?, and some 
people believed them to be sincere.

WASHINGTON, J'ecembtr 28.—Debate 
;i the Bond bill was closed for the re- j 


spective sides by Crisp and Dalzell, the i 
former insisting that the bill was a 
politieal measure which was really in- 
tended to embarass the Treasury, while 
the latter said it was a' plain business 
proposition. Dalzell attacked Carlisle's 
interview of last night as a violation of 
the decencies of public life.

The flrst 
section, or the bond section, of the bill 
passed by a vote of 169 to 136. The 
second section of the bill was passed 
without a division.

6, no business being done in the tneun- 
tiine.

The murder 
was committed on Christmas day. The 
police are looking for another man who 
helped Liverpool throw tho woman in 
the water.

THE BOND ISILL. 


Congressman Bailey, a Texas silver 


man, offered as a substitute for the Re- 
publican bond bill a measure directing 
tb.9 Secretary of the Treasury to coin 
all the silver bullion now in the treas- 
ury purchased under the Sherman act 
of 1890 into standard dollars and with 
those dollars redeem the notes issued 
under that law. 


Though the ast of 1890 provides for 


the redemption of the notes'issued in 
payment of the bullion in silrer dol- 
lars, at the option of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, and authorizes that func- 
tionary to coin the silver for that pur- 
pose, Mr. Reed's Congress sat heavily 
upon the substitute. They would not 
even consider it nor submit it to a vote. 
They want bonds, and any reference to 
the coinage of silver to provide revenue 
for the support of the Government or 
to redeem Government notes is dis- 
countenanced. The Speaker will not 
recognize a member who is not one of 
the committee which reported the bill 
under consideration, and as there are 
only a few silver men on the Ways and 
Means, Banking and Currency and 
Coinage Committees, the gold men 
have things their own way.
